Mr. Kotewall -gave 
8 summary of the meeting of the 
Joint Comm ttee of the two Cham- 
bers of Curamerca appointed to 
co-ordinate the arrangements in 
connection with the Exbibitvon. 
The Joint Committee was formed 
by three representatives from each 
Chamber, with the Hon. Mr. P. A. 
Holyoak as Chuirman, At the 
meeting, ssid Mr.’ Kntewall, tke 
importance of a vice-Chairman to 
act for the Chairman during the 
latter’s absence was pointed out 
and Sir Robert Ho Tung was 
‘appointed, Messrs D. KR. Blair and 
T.X. Chau were appointed Joint 
Secretaries. The decision reached 
at the meeting was that Hongkong 
farticipate in the Exhibition.

What perceat- 
age to convicts are mental defec- 
tives it is difficult to discover, be- 
cause our knowledge of insanity, 
especially in its milder forms, is 
atill so slight, but the vary lowest 
figure suggested is 3 percent. The 
Report of the -Prison Commis- 
sioners for 1921-22 mentions 85 
cases of persons certified as de- 
fective while serving their sen - 
ence. Dr. Hamblin Smith, ‘the 
medical officer at Birmingham 
Prison, declares that “actually

Relation of Pneumonia to 
Alcohol.

Journal of the American Medical 
Associgtion there is reported an 
elaborate and . carefnl study, 
covering eight years, four of them 
before prohibition and two of tham 
after it, of the Pneumonia. pat- 
jents received and treated’at the 
eck County Hospital, Chicago. 
The investigation seemg, te 
bave been made in a purely 
scientific way, not: to ‘prove 
any theory already entertained, 
but to ascertain the facts,as to 
the relation betwaen this par- 
ticular disease and the use of 
alcoholic beverages, -. | ; 
There is nothing’ very ‘sen- 
sational in the knowledge gained, 
but the tables presented show 
that the total abstainers bad a 
measorably better chance of re- 
covery than the moderate users, 
and the latter a hetter one than 
the beavy drinkers, the difference 
being closely proportionsd to the 
amount of alcobol consumed. 
The mortality ofthe abstsiners 
was 22.45, of the moderates 344 
and of the exceasives 4987, There 
were 1,095 cases in the firat group 
and 1,443 in the third, » total of

TRE SOVIET POLICY. 

We cannot view the aspect 
created by the controversy with 
Soviet Russia without concern. 
The reply to the British Note, 
though it is not openly defient, is 
disquieting. The worst of these 
dealings with the Soviet author- 
ties is that one can never trust 
them. When they seem in a 
conciliatory mood it is more than 
likely that they are planning a 
coup of some kind, ‘and are 
trying ta throw their opponents 
off the scent. We can imagine 
a time when Rusgia’s rulers, 
genuinely anxious for peace and 
cordial friendship . with other 
dations, will find themselves in 
the position of the boy who cried 
“Wolf!” in jest and was dis- 
believed when in earnest. Russia 
is now ” hedging,” and, as was to 
be expected, her reply to Britain 
is-of a lengthy, argumentative 
character, Next to the Turks, the 
Russians eppesr to be the most 
expert bargainers in treaty mat- 
ters, where haggling is primarily 
intended to serve -na camouflage, 
Actually, the Soviet contentions 
amount to a rejection of the 
British demands, for the reply 
consiats of a atring of denials and 
counter-essertions. “The suggae- 
tion that disputed matters should 
be referred to an international con- 
ference merely means, that Bri- 
tain’s assertions, are deliberately 
contradicated. We bave seen 
sufficient .of international con- 
ferences to know that they mean 
prolonged discussions, coutrover- 
sies, and usually a waste of. pre- 
cious time, The Soviets object 
is apparently « two-fild one—to 
involve the nations in fresh dis- 
putes, and to gain a respite: We 
trust that this somewhat trans 
parent ‘attempt to confuse -the 
jeaues will not- be. allowed to 
materialise. . 

On the whole, one can safely

The 
Poisonous flood of Bolshevik 
literature thet hes Jeft its mark 
in nearly every part of the world, 
aod which is directed mainly at 
Britain's . Asiatic - possessions, 
will continue. Russia, in fact, 
feels she can defy all comers. 
As we recently noted, che isin 
an slmost impregnable position. 
However, whan it comes to offen- 
sive operations, it is ‘the pro 
paganda leaflet that. forms her 
chief weapon. Trotsky can ramp, 
as much ag he likes, and contioua 
to rave about the Soviet’s “ends,” 
and about “ moving the army and 
navy.” Such talk will not profit 
Russia, Possibly it will serve 
to draw the other nations more 
closely together in defence 
against the common enemy of 
mankind. 


A Tribute. 

The story which we gave yester- 
day of the release of Mr. Rowson 
from the bandits who held him in 
captivity for some weeks has this 
most gratifying point—that he 
gained his freedom s3 a result of 
the work of the focal Chin2se

Possibilities of a Visit. 
In the course of s lecturs tothe 
Shanghai Quest Society recently 
on “Mysteries of: the Moon, Dr. 
Herbert. Chatley suggested one 
conceivable means by ‘which we 
might nat only regoh the moon, 
but also Mara and Venus, Radio- 
activity: discharzed on a large 
@ pro- 
ble of the disintegration of mat- 
ter into Helium or Hydrogen. 
‘atoms, he said, would actually 
enable us to reach the planet, 
After a few words ‘on: the im. 
portance of the moon asa basis for 


. all astronomical research, the lec- 


turer went on: : 

The presence of life ou the moon 
would baa matter of surpassing 
importance, but as yet there is no 
very good evidence in its favour, 
and it seems almost inconceivable. 
There can be little or no water 
there since no clouds ate visible. 
There is also little orno air. Add to 
these facts theconditians thatthe 
days are 27 times as long as ours 
and that ‘the temperature. at 
lunar mid-day is greater than 
that of boiling water and at lunar 
midnight lower than. that of the 
terrestrial poles and it will be un- 


derstood that the- circumstances| 


are by no means Prepitious for 
life as we Know it. 

Can there then be life ia some 
other form ? Chemists are inolin. 
ed to think that the rery complex 
combivations which form the 
basis of our substance ara voigee,. 
so that while it is conceivable 
that latent life may exist in e' 
frozen state, active life is only 
possible between the freezing end 
boiling points of water. 

Having discussed the question 
whether the moon was once part 
of the earth, as well as the in- 
fluence of the moon upon the 
earth, Dr. Chatley asked whether 
the moon could ever be reached 
by man. He said: . 

Speculative Persons, mostly 
Tomancers, have invented various 
methods by which they conceive 
the moon might bs reached, Bal- 
loons or aeroplanes are out of 
the. question since the earth's 
atmosphere thins out to practical- 
about 100 miles. op. 
Without that there is nothing to 
support them.

from tbe unfortunate: fact that 
no such substance is Known, is 
mechanically irreconcilable with 
& mechanical Principle which 
may be.populariy termed “the im- 
possibility of perpetual motion.” 
If a cavorite shntter were open- 
ed and abut at intervals of 
time the car would go up and 
down p rpstually without auy 
work being done.
